The reader can 
undoubtedly very readily understand, from the knowledge 
he has of his own business, that any one not acquainted 
with it may be easily led to believe they are going to 
have articles of such an extraordinary quality as were 
never made before, and at so low a price, that it is literally 
impossible for anybody else in the trade to do the same. 

To a thinking and reasonable mind, assertions of this 
kind must appear in their proper light. Viz., a poor attempt 
at monopoly. T. C. has always left it to those who have 
honoured him with their patronage to speak in favour of 
Iiis instruments, &c., if they considered them worthy of 
it, and not to raise his own reputation by endeavouring 
to make the public believe no one else could do the same. 
Attempts of this kind are easily seen through, for this 
simple reason — the facilities are now so great for accom- 
plishing almost anything, that a tradesman who under- 
stands his business, and really means to send out articles 
as good and cheap as another, can very soon succeed in 
doing so if he thinks proper ; so that the mere fact of 
giving fine names to any thing, and putting low prices, 
goes for nothing. This sort of thing is not particularly 
applicable to the music trade, it is carried on in nearly afl 
branches; and we frequently find, after we have been to 
market, that we have positively paid the apparently cheap 
tradesman double or treble what the consistent and re- 
spectable tradesman would have charged us ; for on closer 
inspection we find the article was not of the quality we 
were led to believe. Therefore, If we wish, or find it 
necessary to purchase something which we cannot through 
circumstances see to examine, or of which we are not a 
judge, the only thing for us to do is to trust to those who 
have satisfactorily fulfilled the contracts entrusted to 
them. 

T. C. begs it to be distinctly understood that he is not 
alluding to any particular person or persons ; he will not 
say, as the quiet man said at a meeting, that one man 
was as good as another, and a great deal better too. 
T. C. is of course fully aware that many persons, after 
reading the above remarks, may consider he has only 
been speaking for himself: this, however, is not the 
case, for what he has said may prove beneficial to 
others, and for which he shall not repent so long as 
he finds he can do some good for the business in which 
he takes a leading part ; still at the same time, as a 
tradesman he shall be most happy to attend to any en- 
quiries or orders any lady or gentleman may think fit to

We all know that the purpose of trading is to 
get a profit, or an interest for the use of your money ; and 
where a man merely wants to get money, the larger the 
profit the quicker he will get it, provided he retains his 
business and coneotion ; but the question is, will he ? By 
so doing I think it is very doubtful. The tradesman 
should look upon every thing he disposes of as an ad- 
vertisement : if the purchaser is satisfied with what he 
has bought, there is no calculating the amount of business 
that one transaction may bring, becanse it is a standing 
favourable advertisement for years ; but if on the other 
hand a person finds he has been deceived, and made to 
pay dear, there is no calculating the amount of business 
it may prevent. It stands simply thus — if you see a 
friend with an article the probability is you ask where it 
was purchased, the price, &c. ; if they give a favourable 
account of it, you will feel it to be to your interest to 
obtain yours at the same establishment ; if otherwise, you 
will as a matter of course avoid going there, and others 
will do the same. 

In conclusion, T. C. begs to state that if any lady or 
gentleman wishing for an instrument, &c., at any given 
price, will forward the amount, or any portion of It as a 
deposit, he will attend to it with pleasure. If it is im- 
possible to be done at the price, he will inform them as 
quickly as possible ; and if it can be done for less, the 
difference shall be returned in cash, or in something which 
shall be useful and in keeping with the instrument or- 
dered. T. C. trusts that persons abroad will not hesitate 
in favouring him with their orders ; he will see that every 
thing is done as cheap and good as possible for his own 
credit's sake.
